Nothing in the later history of the Turf bas 
bren more remarkable than the else of that. 
earlle't of early riser'—tbe tout, In what are 
celled he “good old pays," when man drank 
port wine and wore topbosts on ordinary occa- 
tlons ; when |rckeys rode from one meeting to 
> asvo'her with thelr stock of clothing and saddlery 
‘stranned round thele walste, and, everybody 
settled with the reg. the tout was, as commonly 
repree:nted, ont of the vilest of rascals, . He was 
an illiterate and very dirty individual, with « 
weakness for ln ; a scoundrel who usually slept 
with all bls apparel on—in a ditch for choice—so 
“as tobe In tlme to witness important trials at 
daytreak, snd who filled up his spare time to 
* S nobbling "the favourile, either by polson or a 
tap of.a Httle wacden mallet, , . 

Th the sttll-better old daya, ‘In the thittles,” 
the tout was as rare a bird, almost, as the great 
‘auk, The fire steel engraving published with 
this sketch represents, not ‘Benjamin, Disrach! In 
his younger days, as the casual observer might 
tmagine, but "The Newmarket Tout.” In those 
days, every male who ventured abroad was com- 
pelted by, the unwritten Inw cf etiquette to don a 
frock ccat anda tall bat, And. thls gentleman 
of observation Is pletured as kneeling down in 
the Plantation" watching the borses come on 
fo the “Limekiins.”

get thelr news before it reaches the owner of 
‘the horse bimself, Reports of trials are, of 
course, not always atricily accurate.

. Avother Newmarket trial, which was pot

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secret to them, for long. A certain two-year- 
old—T will cul him Chota Mot!—had been 
porchaced fora substantial sum after winning 
a selling race on the Heath Inacanter. His 
Hew owner determined to teat the youngster 
with several “bome-made” ones, and ss soon 
as possible. 
at three the next morning ; and In order that 
as few people as possible should be in the 
mecret, the jockeys who were to ride tn the trial 
were ordered to take the horses cut of thetr 
boxes, and to “da up” their charg:s after 
retaroing home, the regular stable attendants 
belng fast in the arms of Morpheus. The 
‘gallop took place, and day had hardly beoken 
when the stables were once more tocked up, 
But an Imoortant omltsion had been made by 
one of the jockeys In performing his horse's 
toilet, He forgot to pick out his feet t : 

The stable boy was,.you may be sure,- not 
slow to notice this omission. an 

“Hullo, my beanty!" he observed to his 
dumb friend, whose feet were full of polt ;

I know a South-cauntry tout who possesses 
rather more than the anual ‘ogped perseverance 
of hisrace, This worthy was the owner, at one 
me, of a pony who, too, had all the {nutincts 
and love of his bustoess which characterise your 
{rue watcher, and would remain motlo:.Jess, In 
a ravine, or bebind the furzes, cut of sight, until 
his duty had been accomplished, 

One day the principal trainer in the district 
was going to try a horse engsped In an Importent 
hurdle race at Croydon, over bis private course, 
some three miles away, Io the village adjacent 
to the teal ground the astute trriner received 
iatelllgence that the obnoxlous horeeewatcher 
bad passed through a litle time before, But 
when the cavalcade arrived on the trlal ground 
not an observer was to be seen. Still the trainer 
was by no means satisfied. 

“T know he's here, confound him 1" he na’d

Most touts would bave acce sted the siiuatlon 
and departed, too, at arcspectfyl distance behind, 
Bat I think Ft 14 you that this particular man 
of observation possesses rather mace than the 
usual dogged pe.severance of his race, He and 
his pony “Say low" (ka “Ole Brer Rabbit ") 
remained hi lden for another hour and a half, 
at the end of which time back came the trainer 
and ble little string of fampers, And, doubting 
not but that the tout was hy this time safe In 
his own house, the master of the sielng gave the 
signal for the gatop to commence, The tout 
saw ft-welt {rom start ¢o finish, and the connec- 
U-ne of the stable bad to take'a short price about 
the winner, Bat as he landed the Croydon 
Hordle Race caully enough, there was not much 
harm done alter all. 

A late employer of the tealner mentored at 
the commencement of thit article was by no 
means as tolerant of touts +4 his trainer tant the 
presenttime. And the employer had good reasons 
for hls intolerance. If ever coe tout deserved a

was oventually obliged to buy up tht toll-pate, 
and eeablish an old confidenth! servant 
there, At that time there was no means of 


That ta the maltipllelty oftouts Hea the reason 
for the decline of ante-post bettlog. there can, I 
should think, be no question, In,the “ good old 
days," before the Introduction of tralafog reports, 
when Aeil's Life was the only racing paper of 
any importance to. exist. nce, the general public 
knew absolutely nothing about the private life 
of a racehorse, and the bookm:kers profited 
accordingly. There was but little “ fore-stalling" 
Pespetaten in those days, save by an own 

timate friends, for the welfare, or otherwise, 
of favourite in big'own home was asa 
sealed book to most outsiders. Hence long lists 
of quotations on the Derby, Leger, and other 
important events; and also, hence the fact that 
a substantial proportion of the horses backed 
were dolhg no wok at all—some of thom were 
broken down, or otherwire dead ‘amiss, and a 
few absolutely dead, We certainly have ! more 
light ” in these adyanced times. There are more 
than a dozen of what I call “ legitiniate” 
ebronicles of sporting matters alone, apart from 
those broadsheets (most of them short lived) 
which combine dai’y * wire finaly" and miracle 
buslacss" with thelr weekly digeat-of racing, 
and which tort almost as many tipstert as 
tralning correspondents. The [ofallibility of the 
Turf adviser or “tipster” has long been 
recogolacd (by blmeeli), and isa fact which mast 
not be disputed by the rest of the world ; and as 
he Is not exactly the man to bide his light under 
‘a bushel he takes care to blezon hie successes, 
at @ cost of two-and-sixpenca per line, In the 
advertisement columos of the sporting dallles. 
fow—a very fow~—of these advertising 
philanthropists are, I have reason to know, 
rellable meo—rellable, #, 4, In that they work 
hard to the {ntere'to of thelr castomers—who 
‘attend most of the race meetings, and have cor- 
seapondents -(or touts) at most offthe tralalng 
quariers, aud do thelr own tautiog [on the race- 
Coursey, at a very early hour in the morning, 
Some of them--for the benefit of bookmakers 
and others at a distance-—sven undertake to 
supply the runners for each race an hour or two 
in advance, Other tipsters are, it 1s to be fesred, 
oeithes sellable: nor particularly bonest; and, 
wheo customers ran short, are not apt to change 
thelr names and addresses, and start upoo es 
fresh basir, For tt ie a curtous fact (hat-that 
portion of the Britlsh ‘public which seeks for 
aldance 1a ite racing Javestments betleves 
implicitly Jo the theory of safety fn the multitude 
of counsellors, and will asually iry each adverils- 
ing pater in tare, Thos “addresses” of Hkely 
(til 


Accordingly, the gallop took place. 
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commodity—-are particolarly useful to men 
acxlons to commence as public benefactors in 
‘hicdirection. Buc all tipsters are not touts; 
and the converse Is equally troe. zs, 
Leaving oui the great tralning grounds of News 
morketand the Curragh, no fewer than twenty- 
elg. t centres have reparers, or touts, cwelling 
in th Ir midst; a-conspicuous éxception In these 
latter days bei-g Hednesford, where,:'in the 
clden thne, many a winner was tratned, 
but which now appears to be: abandoned alto. 
gether by the racehorse educates. Since wilting 
the above, Thomas Skelton hus (oformed. me 
that he and Hopwood hay & few horses in 
ing on the Fistorle ground whereon, ti the 
sakrett, W. S vnders and T. CIN prepared 
many a osefal horse, At the head-quarters of 
the Tui, were a summary of the cccupations of 
the Inhabitants to be complied, it would be found 
that there ix one tout to every ten horses or #0. 
At Newmarket the repdrters for the sporting 
dailies are compell:d to employ, each one, 
smsli army el horse-watchers, it belng impossible 
for one individual, or even, three to gain a 
personal insight into ull the work which takes 
place on those extensive iralning-groands. True, 
pne gentleman of obrervatio : is priviteged to ride 
overs the Heath, and can sce almost all be wants 
for himself—I bad almost descended tothe slang 
phrase “on bis own"—but he [s an exception, 
The common or heath tout must r se before day- 
bresk, don bis ‘wstching” botts, pied ble 
mickintosh and telescnpe upon bis mhou'ders, 
and “hoof it” to and fro, in order to cull the 
requisite amount of honey for bis employers; 
and that tout’s'j1b {sa rather more Irksom’ one 
than that ofthe roral postman. There {s a back 
parlour {na small ion in Newmarket where, afer 
morning exercise hours, the master-touts with. 
thetr journeymen are wont to foregather, Here 
are written moat of the dafly training reports for 
the paper, in time lo te ‘ent off by the midday 
train to the Metrapolis; each tout preducing bis 
notes of the work dane, which are carefully copled 
into the main ertcle, after more or less 
expanslon and elaboration; and [tis a remark- 
able fact that the Newmarket tralners seem to 
have nofear- {any barm that the toute may do 
them. Not many years ago it was almost ao 
hanging matter to be caught watching a trlal; 
aod there be some touts still left in merry’ 
England who can discourse feelingly of “good 
hidings" and immersions in horse ponds as 
c: naequences of thelr temerity and perseverance, 
Rut nowadays at Newmarket—espectally during 
“he week before flat-racing comme: ces—I have 
frequently seen a test. gallop brought off in the 
Immedlate pre.cnce of hundreds of people. But 
how many “ef these gallops w-re what an 
esteemed contemporary cails “cusa grano trials"? 
deponent sayeth not. ° 
Unill, however, withln the last decade or so 
the tout was not uclversally beloved. His pre- 
sence on a training ground, or anywhere In its 
locality, was not invi'ed, He was a. very 
Ishmael, and bis calling was a decidedly dan- 
gerous onc, In the heavy bettIng days—ante- 
post bettIng days I mean-he could do a deal of 
mischief, and Interfcre terribly with commisstons, 
In the “sixties,” probably, the “ great’ game” 
was played for Jager stakes than [t ever had 
ber, or over wil] be played for; and certain 


noblemen falrly set the fashion of " plunging" | 


Danebury In the “stxttes” was the home of 
many x high flyer, There were “giants,” both 
human and eqalne, to be met with on those 
Pleturerque dawvnsover and above Stockbridge 
town ; and there were touts there too—far more 
than -thete” are at the present day. And the 
master minds that,“ pat the double” upon so 
astute a tactician as “Fred. Swindell were not 
Ukely to endure having thelr “good things” 
spoiled by the watchfulness of poy tout, So 
Danebury was ay {t were, a "seale borough ” 
nto the man of observation, And, although it 
must have been palpzble {fo those in charge of 
the mare that Lady Elfzabeth must bave lost all 
vestige of form between the antumn of '67 and 
the spring of '68, the fatal news never leaked 
out, and the “ splendid wreck” started a raging 
bot favourite for the Derby, I shall never forget 
Fordbam's face jast before be was lifted into 
the saddle! Nicely “planted,” too, were the 
Stockhidge touts on the day of Lec'urer’s 
Cesarewltch trial. The ‘whole of them were 
lovited to a banquet at the Grosvenor Arms by 
the powers that were at, Danebury, and, when 
the guests were all assembled a the well-spread 
table, a well known Duke addressad them, In 
nome such terms as theses “Gentlemen, we 
have {ovited you here to partake of our hosplt- 
ality, Jn order that we may try some horses, on 
the Downs up above, free from observation. You 
will, therfore, I know, pardon us for locklog the 
door." The-touts were, thereupon, locked inthe 
room, which was on the second floor, and not 
one ef them cared to risk bls neck in Jumping 
out of the wind»w, The trial came off, wlth a- 
resu:t which js historical; and one. commis- 
sloner (Mr. W. Wright) “turned in" no tees 
than {£80000 to the noble owner of Lecturer, 
Yes, there were “plants” at Danebury In 
those. days, And {t ts not generally known that 
Lecturer was backed to win an enormous aum of 
money at the Rooms the night before the race} 
but, after a big dinner with ‘the Marquis,” the 
horse's backers were obviously so much onder 
the Influence of alcohol thut.none of the wagera 
were wiltten down. My authority for thts state-. 
ment [sa gallant warlor who ‘was one of the 
Lecttver party ; and {t [s.jast possible that some 
of tho.e unwritten bets would hive appeared in 
black and white on the following Monday: bad 
the little brown lost the race; 

Amateur touts arc,-as a rule, harmless. At 
Newmarket which we all periodically visit, a» 
much for the sake of the fine alr as with » view 
to the Increasing of our little stock of cash, there 
are plenty of aristocratic watchers early on the 
twornlng of each race day. But few of us learn 
much, after cheailog ourselves of that matutinal 
“nap "after the shaving-water has been 
deposited at our bedroom doors—which, to my 
thinklng, Is the moat sefreshing part of the night's 
rest. . But there be some aristocratic touts whose 
presence On a racecourse could very well be 
dispensed with, 1 allude tothe” fishers of men" 
—tothose gentlemen who persistently tout owners 


and jockeys. The Stewards of the Jockey Club: 


have tried to cope with ibls pulsance, but thoy 
have begun too low down. And I know ‘an 
instance fn which an amateur tout Interfered 
most terribly with acommission, This worthy, 
who hed a hore io tralolng in the stable, 
witnessed 4 big “school” of some steeplechase 
‘horses, and ‘made use of the telegraph wires 
tmmediately’ alterwards to some: purpose. Of 
Course, there was a terrible row about the matter, 
and threats were made not to run-tha winner of 
the trial at the meeting. But some sort of 
compromise was ariived at and thy horse won in 
a canter,

flon asa useful member of society, Hoe is, for 
the most part, fat, aid, like most fat peoplo 
given to express bimself in somewhat forcible 
language, But, like the hero of the song, he fs 
all right when you kaow him. And, asa rule, 
he does rot expeod his: savings in the purchase 
of racehorses. Possibly hls state {s the moro 
gracious thereby, Who can tell ?—“ Edward 
Spencer''in Batly's Magasine.
